He  was  shot  by  Boston 
Corbett,  sergeant  of  cavalry,  in  a  barn  in  Caroline  county, 
April  25,  1865.  Booth  was  26  years  old  and  of  English 
descent.  Conspirators  in  the  plot  with  him  ‘Were  George 
E.  Atzerodt,  Samuel  Arnold,  Lewis  Payne,  David  E.  Herold, 
Edward  Spangler,  Dr.  S.  A.  Mudd,  Nicholas  O’Laughlin  and 
Mrs.  Mary  E.  Surratt.  All  of  the  conspirators  were  tried 
and  punishment  meted  out  in  the  following  manner:  Mrs. 
Surratt,  George  E.  Atzerodt,  David  E.  Herold  and  Lewis 
Payne  were  executed  July  7,  1865.  The  others  were  sen¬ 
tenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  fort  of  Dry  Tortugas, 
Florida,  for  different  periods.  Dr.  S.  A.  Mudd  was  sentenced 
for  life,  but  on  February  8,  1869,  was  granted  a  full  and 
unconditioned  pardon  by  President  Andrew  Johnson. 
Samuel  Arnold  was  sentenced  for  life,  but  was  also  par¬ 
doned  by  the  President  on  March  21,  1869.  Edward  Spang¬ 
ler’s  sentence  was  for  six  years,  but,  by  official  pardon,  he 
was  released  on  March  21,  1869.  Nicholas  O’Laughlin,  who 
was  alsio  sentenced  for  life,  died  of  yellow  fever  while  in 
prison,  September  23,  1867.

THE  PRESIDENTIAL  SUCCESSION 

In  case  of  the  removal,  death,  resignation  or  inability 
of  both  the  President  and  Vice  President,  then  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  State  shall  act  as  President  until  the  disability  of 
the  President  or  Vice  President  is  removed  or  a  President 
is  elected.  If  there  be  no  Secretary  of  State,  then  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Treasury  will  act,  and  the  remainder  of  the 
order  of  succession  is:  The  Secretary  of  War,  Attorney 
General,  Postmaster  General,  Secretary  of  the  Navy  and 
Secretary  of  the  Interior.  The  acting  President  must,  upon 
taking  office,  convene  Congress  (if  not  at  the  time  in  ses¬ 
sion)  in  extraordinary  session,  giving  twenty  days’  notice.
